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Chapter  Summaries 


Chapter  10:  The  Great  Oil  Sands  of  Alberta 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

This  chapter  explores  the  history  and  development  of  the  oil  sands,  what  they  are,  how  they  are  mined,  and 
how  bitumen  is  extracted. 

Instructional  Strategies 

You  may  wish  to  visit  the  Oil  Sands  Discovery  Centre  website  at  http://www.oilsandsdiscovery.com/  to  learn 
more  about  the  oil  sands  story. 

Assist  your  student  as  necessary  to  view  "Karl  Clark,"  "Project  Oilsands,"  and  "Alberta  Oil  Sands"  in  Module  6 
of  the  Grade  4  Social  Studies  Multimedia  CD. 

Review  the  oil  sand  separation  process  with  the  student  until  he  or  she  has  a  clear  understanding  of  how  it 
works. 

With  the  student,  discuss  what  the  oil  sands  mean  to  Albertans  and  the  economy.  They  can  potentially  bring 
in  a  great  deal  of  revenue  to  the  province  as  demand  for  fossil  fuels  increases  over  the  years. 

Discuss  why  the  oil  in  the  oil  sands  has  to  be  heated  in  in-situ  mining.  Bitumen  is  a  thick  and  heavy  form  of 
crude  oil.  It  is  so  heavy  that  it  will  not  flow  unless  it  is  heated.  At  room  temperature,  it  is  like  cold  molasses. 
When  the  bitumen  is  heated,  it  flows  easily. 

Beyond  the  Story 

This  chapter  contains  two  optional  Beyond  the  Story  activities.  In  the  first  activity,  assist  students  in 
contacting  the  Fort  McMurray  Tourism  office  at  their  toll-free  number  (1-800-565-3947)  or  to  e-mail  them  at 
info@fortmcmurraytourism.com  to  get  a  sample  of  oil  sands.  Using  this  sample,  a  jar,  and  some  hot  water,  they 
can  see  how  the  oil  sands  separation  process  occurs.  In  the  second  activity,  students  are  encouraged  to  locate 
the  countries  that  contain  deposits  of  oil  sands  in  the  atlas. 

Chapter  11:  Fort  McMurray— Boom  Town 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

This  chapter  deals  with  the  oil  sands  natural  resource  and  how  it  has  influenced  the  growth  cind  development 
of  a  community  in  Alberta,  its  impact  on  occupations  and  commerce,  and  the  environmental  issues  that  relate 
to  the  oil  industry. 
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Instructional  Strategies 


In  the  Chapter  12  Beyond  the  Story  activity,  you  and  the  student  are  going  to  debate  the  issue  of  how 
Albertans  deal  with  competing  demands  on  land  use.  Help  the  student  prepare  for  this  by  gathering  more 
information  from  the  local  newspaper,  a  national  newspaper,  magazines,  the  local  library,  and  the  Internet. 
Have  the  student  discuss  the  issue  with  family  members  to  get  different  points  of  view. 

Chapter  12:  The  Great  Debate 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

This  chapter  focuses  on  how  Albertans  and  the  oil  industry  deal  with  competing  demands  on  land  use. 

Instructional  Strategies 

With  the  student,  discuss  some  of  the  issues  raised  by  the  headlines  at  the  beginning  of  the  chapter.  Help  the 
student  understand  that  oil  development  has  both  positive  and  negative  outcomes. 

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  12  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  6B. 

Beyond  the  Story 

This  chapter  has  an  optional  Beyond  the  Story  activity.  With  the  student,  decide  which  point  of  view  each  of 
you  will  argue^ — for  or  against  further  oil  development.  Have  the  student  make  some  notes  defending  his  or 
her  viewpoint.  Show  the  student  your  notes  as  an  example.  During  the  debate,  make  sure  you  both  follow  the 
debating  rules  that  are  stated  in  the  Student  Module  Booklet.  You  may  wish  to  include  others  in  your  debate. 

Chapter  13:  The  Three  R's 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  80  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

This  chapter  focuses  on  how  the  student  can  help  the  environment  through  his  or  her  choices  and  actions. 

Instructional  Strategies 

With  the  student,  discuss  ways  he  or  she  can  help  the  environment.  Have  the  student  search  the  Internet  for 
websites  about  the  three  R's.

Chapter  14:  A  Happy  Reunion 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

In  this  chapter,  the  twins  are  reunited  with  their  grandparents  from  Fort  Chipewyan. 

Instructional  Strategies 

Have  the  student  look  at  the  map  of  Alberta  and  figure  out  why  the  grandparents  can't  drive  from  Fort 
Chipewyan  to  Fort  McMurray.  (There  is  no  road.)

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  14  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  6B. 

Chapter  15:  To  Little  Athens  of  the  North 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  focus  is  on  the  twins  learning  about  Grand-mere  and  Grand-pere's  history  and  the  history  of  Fort 
Chipewyan. 

Instructional  Strategies 

Help  the  student  explore  how  Grand-pere's  history  is  intertwined  with  both  the  Dene  peoples  and  the  history 
of  the  fort.  Contrast  his  history  with  the  story  of  the  arrival  of  fur  traders  in  the  lands  of  the  Dene  Suline 
(Chipewyan),  Dunne-za  (Beaver),  and  Dene  Tha'  (Slavey)  peoples  and  newcomers  like  Grand-mere. 

Assist  your  student  as  necessary  to  access  "Fort  Chipewyan"  and  "Fort  Chipewyan  2"  in  Module  6  of  the 
Grade  4  Social  Studies  Multimedia  CD.

Chapter  16:  Of  Bannock  and  Muskeg  Tea 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  focus  is  on  changes  in  the  lives  of  the  Dene  Suline  (Chipewyan)  peoples  after  the  arrival  of  the  fur  traders, 
continuing  changes  after  the  signing  of  Treaty  8,  and  a  glimpse  of  life  in  modern  times. 

Instructional  Strategies 

With  the  student,  discuss  that  customs,  like  gathering  herbs  and  brewing  medicinal  drinks  such  as  muskeg  tea 
(Labrador  tea),  were  practised  for  thousands  of  years  and  continue  to  be  passed  from  generation  to  generation 
to  this  day.  Other  customs,  such  as  baking  bannock,  started  when  traders  brought  flour  and  baking  powder  to 
the  lands  of  the  Dene  about  200  years  ago.  Remind  the  student  that  the  recipe  quickly  made  its  way  into  the 
meals  of  First  Nations  families  and  continues  to  be  passed  on  from  generation  to  generation  to  this  day. 

Discuss  with  the  student  that,  although  traditional  fishing  methods  have  changed  with  the  advent  of 
motorboats  and  modern  fishing  equipment,  under  terms  of  Treaty  8,  Dene  people  have  the  right  to  fish,  just  as 
their  ancestors  did  for  thousands  of  years. 

Be  sure  the  student  understands  that  while  the  newcomers  brought  new  foods  and  inventions  to  the  lands 
of  the  Dene,  they  would  have  suffered  greatly  if  members  of  First  Nations  communities  hadn't  shared  their 
inventions,  such  as  canoes,  snowshoes,  and  herbal  medicines,  and  guided  them  through  the  northern  lands. 

Your  student  may  enjoy  reading  about  a  young  boy  who  discovers  more  about  his  Aboriginal  heritage  when 
he  visits  his  relatives  during  Treaty  Days.  If  so,  try  the  story  Fort  Chipewyan  Homecoming:  A  Journey  to  Native 
Canada. 

Chapter  17:  Changes  in  the  Lands  of  the  Dene 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  focus  is  on  changes  in  the  lives  of  the  Dene  people  that  occurred  with  the  arrival  of  other  First  Peoples  and 
of  traders  and  explorers  who  worked  for  the  Hudson's  Bay  and  North  West  Compcinies.

Instructional  Strategies 


With  the  student,  review  the  journey  of  the  First  Peoples,  traders,  explorers,  middleman,  mapmakers,  and 
peacemakers  through  the  Canadian  north.  Help  the  student  synthesize  the  stories  of  brave  men  and  women 
struggling  through  the  unfamiliar  and  unforgiving  landscape. 

Be  sure  the  student  understands  that  while  the  newcomers  brought  new  foods,  like  bannock,  and  inventions, 
like  guns,  to  the  lands  of  the  Dene,  they  would  have  suffered  greatly  if  the  First  Peoples  hadn't  shared  their 
inventions  such  as  canoes,  snowshoes,  and  herbal  medicines,  survival  skills,  and  guided  them  through  the 
northern  lands. 

Have  your  student  organize  the  chronology  of  the  events  discussed  in  this  module.  The  student  may  use  a 
time  line  or  choose  another  way  to  organize  the  dates,  events,  and  people  in  Alberta  history.
